On 
the return of the committee the company 
was organized with Jesse Heydrick, Presi- 
dent; Mr. Mosher, Vice President ; Colonel 
Charles R. Braine, of the New York Ninth 
Regiment, Secretary ; and John R. Penn, of 
. the firm of Oulver, Penun.& Co,, New York, 

Treasurer. 

The capital stock was fixed at $2,000,000, 
with par value of shares at $10 cach. 

Trojans and residents of the ’burgh invested 
about $200,000 in the enterprise, the memb- 
ors of the original prospecting committee be- 
ingamong the most liberal subscribers. The 
company was organized at the Troy Llouse, 
April 8, 1865. 

* Jesse Heydrick, the President, agreed to 
give the stockholders $60,000 per month for 
six months, product of the wells on the lands 
of the company, on this basis a dividend of 
three cent. was declared in April and a 
like dividen@ig May. Heydrick held most 
of the stock, and, of course, got his dividend, 
‘as did other stockholders. ‘At this time the 
value of the sharescontinued only at par for 
the reason that as fastas there was a demand 
for it, President Héydrick threw the stock on 
the market and thus kept down the value, 
despite the big dividends. 

About the 25th ef May, Mr. Heydrick dis- 
appeared and could not be found, and when 


e search was made it-was discovered that the 


head-centre of the Heydrick oil bubble had 
after selling between $600,000 
and 000 of the steck of the company, 
one-fourth of which was purchased in this 
vicinity. | 
The headquarters of the company were at 
New York, and the sharp residents of Wall 
street,in tho metropolis, were among the 
badly bitten ones. Detectives were sent after 
President Heydrick, but their most persistent 
efforts were abortive,and to this day his 
whereabouts are a vlind mystery to the most 


hted. 

Mr. Mosher, against whom tke suits are 
. now broght by the stock-holders, is one of 
“the heaviest losers, although he has been 
slow to acknowledge it. Heydrick gave him 
6,000 shares for services which became worth- 
less of course. When Heydrick disappeared, 
Mosher, as trustee, sold the scrips remaining 
on for what he could ge . 
2 50 to 80 cents aq share, but couldn’t clear 
what he had on his hands and to this day 
1,400 shares stick to his fingers, while Hey- 

drick has lost him $30,000 in the long run.
